BALLAGHADEREEN 
MEETING. 


Baton charges, free fights and continued 
disorder characterised two election meetings 
held yesterday afternoon in the town of 

ghadereen, Co. Roscommon, One was 
organised in support of the candidates nomi- 
nated by the Free State Government Part 
and the other in support of the Fianna Fai 
candidates. It was fair day in the town, the 
square in the centre of which was filled from 
early morning with people who came either 
to sell their goods or to make their purchases 
for the week. Horses, cattle, pigs, donkeys, 
fish stalls and clothes stands occupied a con- 
siderable portion of the square. In these 
surroundings both meetings were held. 

A few miputes after one o'clock Mr. 
Hogan, the Minister for Agriculture, accom- 
panied by the candidates and about half a 
dozen supporters, took their positions In a 
motor lorry, from which was flown the Free 
State tlag. The Chairman was Mr. á 
Gordon, a local merchant, who pointed Dut 
the services that the Government had ren- 
dered to the country in establishing peace 
and order. They had, he said, lifted up the 
credit of the country and had attended to its 
economic development. That programme 
would be continued by them for the next five 
years, and to replace them at this election 
would be a fatal danger to the State. 

FIRST INTERRUPTION. 


FIGHT AT 


& Mr. Lavin, one of the candidates, followed. 


While he was speaking about the Govern- 
ment’s work in restoring order from chaos a 
voice. from the centre of the crowd yelled, 
“Out you go.”  Seyeral ‘interruptions foi- 
lowed, and a section of the crowd ied the 
speaker for a second or two, but this out- 
burst was quickly ended by the appearance of 
a couple of Civic Guards in the vicinity of 
the disturbers. 

‘Some of you,” commented Mr. Lavin, 
“ have told us that we have done nothing 
for the country, and, now, when we come 
t> tell you what. we have done, you do not 
want to hear the truth.” (Cheers.) 

The meeting had been in progress 4 
quarter of an hour when a motor lorry, flying 
another tricolour, and conveying Madame 
Markievicz, Mr. Malachi Muldoon, solicitor, 
aud other members of the Fianna Fail Party, 
was seen to approach the square, and making 
its way through the crowd, it drew up at 
first within twenty yards of the Government 
candidates’ lorry. Its arrival was heralded 
by cheers from two or three hundred young 
fellows, in the midst of whom it stopped. 
It then wheeled round and backed into a posi- 
tion within ten or twelve yards of the epposi- 
tion lorry. : 

This action was greeted by shouts of dis- 
sent, boohing and cries of ‘‘ They should not 
be- allowed to break up a meeting in this 
way. There is plenty of room for them to 
hold their ‘meeting elsewhere.” 

Mr. Lavin said that the Government had 
established and order, and had tackled 
national problems in spite of the hooligans. 

GUARDS USE BATONS. 

No sooner had this sr ba sine 
than a young man jum up on the lorry 
and sated i, Who are the hooligans?” A 
couple of Civic Guards, however, were too 

uick to allow a very threatening situation to 
Hevelop. They caught hold of the intruder 

d pulled him from the lorry. He fought 
with the Guards, who drew their batons and 

rove the obstructionist and his friends to 

e outskirts of the meeting. 

“We must have order and opportunity 
of free speech,” said Mr. Lavin. (Cheers.) 

Just at this moment Mr. Muldoon began 
to s from the Fianna Fail lorry and Mr. 
Conlan, T.D., from the Cumann na nGaedheal 
car. The latter opened his remarks in Irish, 
re one of those near the lorry shouted: 
‘* Verrah, don’t mind that—we don’t under- 
stand what you are saying.’’ 

Mr. Conlan said that he would speak so 
that they would understand what he had to 
say, and proceeded in English. Pointing to 
the Fianna Fail lorry, he declared: “ Here 
you have a sample of the tactics that have 

ne on-in this country for five or six years. 


is aaa, se being held in peace, and 
they Come along and indulge in their usual 
tactics, but they have been a failure.” 


A Voice—*‘ You put down the gunmen and 
the robbers, anyway.” (Cheers.) 

THEIR ONLY POLICY. : 

“Is it just or right,” asked Mr. Conlan, 
““for these people to come to interrupt a 
meeting in this way? They have no other 
policy than to break up, as they are attempt- 
ing now to break up this meeting—to break 
up free speech and to break up the country.”’ 

Further disorder occurred here, and the 
organiser of it wag rushed from the centre of 
the crowd to the outskirts by Civic Guards. 
Though Mr. Muldoon from the other lorry 
could not be heard in Mr. Hogan's lorry, it 
was apparent that he was criticising the action 
of the Civic Guards, and some of the crowd 
were heard to ask him a question. This ap- 

rently irritated at least one of the Fianna 

ail Party in the lorry—a tall and unusually 
slim young man, who, towering head and 
shoulders above the heads of his companions, 
waved a heavy ash plant and encouraged his 
party's supporters in their cheers and boohing. 

Mr. Muldoon was, apparently, straining 
every nerve to cast his voice in the direction 
of Mr. Hogan's party, but, as the wind blew 
against him, he had no success, and his 
remarks were accompanied to the end by the 
stick-waving of the slim young man. 

“- Keep quiet, you'll pull through,’’ shouted 
one of the crowd, and this resulted in a 
renewal of the cheering and counter-cheering. 

There were a few young men arguing at 
the junction of the crowda, and the dispute 
soon deve into a free fight. Several 
og, du he ngs spot and divided 
the nists, who, te giving up the

MUST CEASE. 

When quiet had been once more restored, 
Mr. Conlan said that there would be no more 
destruction in the country. Thie kind of 
obstruction—breaking-up meetings—must stop. 
They must have freedom of speech, and ‘t 
was a very good augury to see how the 
respectable people at that meeting, in face of 
such provocation, maintained the peace. He 
asked them to continue in that attitude, for 
it was on that basis their policy stood. 

-A Voice—‘* Anyway, their poli¢y is to fill 
their pockets with loot.”’ (Cheers.} 

At this point Madame Markievicz addressed 
those in her vicinity. She was received with 
cheering and an equal volume of bur 
Pointing to Mr. Hogan's party, she 
some reference, the purport of which could 
not be heard.

A man in the crowd asked: “ Who started 
the civil war?’ and Mr..

They’ started the civil 
war to destroy once and for all the idea of 
the gunman, and they put down the rebellion, 
crushed it to helplessness, in order to make 
the plain people of Ireland masters in their 
own country. Because of that there would 
never be a similar outbreak in Ireland again. 
With exactly the same idea in mind, they 
gave the vote to every man and woman of 
twenty-one years of age. By crushing the 
Irregulars they had made it possible for the 
country to be ruled by the unintimidated 
majority of the plain people of Ireland, and 
they now asked those plain people to rule 
the country by their votes. 


NATIONALISM.

MR. O’HIGGINS REPLIES TO 
CAPTAIN. REDMOND. 


in Dalkey Town Hall last night when 8.25 
had arrive’ and there’ was no sign of the 
commencement of the Cumann na nGaedheal 
meeting advertised for 8 o’clock.

fr. J, E. Conway, Chairman of the Dalkey 
Urban District Council, who presided, said 
that the present’ might be called a crisis in 
the history of the country, and it was nothing 


less; for the progress, peace, and prosperity 
of the country would undoubtedly depend on 
what party was returned to power in the 


coming election. 

Mr. B. O’Connor said that they must let 
the past bury the past and look to the future. 
Lhe Government was thinking seriously all 
the time of helping the worker, and always 
was planning how best it could uplift the 
country and the people of the country. They 
had turned the corner; the future was bright. 

SAFE KEEPING. 

Mr. O'Higgins, who was received with 
applause, said that the future of Ireland, 
the destiny of Ireland, were in the keeping 
of the plain men and women of Ireland, 
and he believed that it was in sound and 
safe keeping.

He 
had said that Mr. Blythe had stated that if 
he could get a Republic for this country by 
lifting his little finger, he would not lift it. 
What Mr. Blythe had said was, that if he 
could get a Republic for twenty-six counties 
by lifting his little finger, he would not lift 
it. .(Hear, hear.) © Captain Redmond had 
passed on to say that no leader of constitu- 
tional nationalism, ag he called it, in the past 
had ever attempted to set any limit to the 
country’s progress, | 

THE 1012 ACT. 

‘Constitutional Nationalism’’ meant a 
political ganie played according to the rules 
of: the enemy. But let them examine’ the 
statement ‘that no leader of constitutional 
nationalism ever attempted to set a limit to 
the country. He wondered how many of his 
hearers had read the text of the ‘Govern- 
ment of Ireland ‘Act’ of 1912. He had read 
it, and that day he had re-read it for the 
sake of refreshing hig memory, “in view of 
Captain Redmond’s statement, and the thing 
that struck him about that Act was the 
number and importance of the services re- 
mn to the British Government and Parlia- 
ment. ' 

When one had read through Section 2 of 
the Act, one wondered what power or service 
there was that was within the control of 
the Parliament that was to be established. 
The police was a reserved service; the native 
Government would have no control whatever 
over it, or over the Post Office, or over land 
purchase, or over taxation—except to increase 
it. Reading through that long list of re- 
served services one wondered what there was 
left ~~ vn Bua with gi: the native Govern- 
ment and Parliament which i 
to establish here. ro oes 

Yet, with regard to that measly extension 
of local government, these words were used 
by ‘the leader of the Irish Parliamentary 
Party :—‘‘ We accent this bill as a full and 
complete settlement of Ireland's claim. 
And Mr. John Dillon went to the young men 
In the National University—Oniversity 
College, Dublin—and devoted the greater part 
of a long speech to emphasising how 
} intquitous it would be to harbour in their 
minds any aspiration for a wider 
measure of freedom for their country. 
He told them it would be treacherous 
and dishonourable to look for more. In the 
face of those facts, Deputy Captain Redmond 
came out and said that no leader of con- 
stitutional Nationalism in the past ever dared 
to set a limit to the country’s progress— 
while those two men, as far as they could do 
it, were attempting to set a limit to their 
country’s progress. (Hear, hear, and ap- 
plause.) 

He thought that the country had reason 
to congratulate itself that that Parliament 
and that Government was never established 
here—(applause)—for it would be so fettered,

Mr. Michael 
Fitzsimmons, Chairman of the County Council, 
who presided, asked the voters to support Mr, 
Trench, a Kildare -man, who would appeal to 
every elector in the county. wai 7 
Captain W. A. Redmond, D.S.0:, said that 
the people of the country had come to realise 
that all was not going well, to = the least 
of it, with the country or with the Govern- 
ment. On reading the newspapers that morn- 
ing one saw a most extravagant claim by Mr, 
Fitzgerald, Free State Minister for External 
Affairs, that the alternative to the -present 
Government was no Government at all. It 
was obvious that the Government was hard 


pressed when such a reason was given for 


asking the people to renew their confidence in 
the Government. 

Did the Minister mean that all the other 
parties who went into the Dail, and who were 
constitutional parties, would not be able to 
carry on government in as orderly, peaceful 
and constitutional a way as the Government 
had done” What was there to prevent a 
combination—a coalition consisting of various 
constitutional. parties—from uas out, the 
one prime object of maintaining order? 

In a time of national emergency in Great 
Britain a coalition was formed, and he was 
convinced that a state of national emergency 
existed in the Free State to-day that made a 
coalition necessary to carry. on the govern- 
ment of the country in the future.

age earners were concerned with 
government and the strict control of money 
matters as much as any other section of the 
community. If habits of ‘slackness in money 
matters were allowed between the Dail and 
the Government honest men would refuse to 
be associated with Governmental institutions, 
polities would become degraded, and the 
credit of the State as well as the good name 
of the nation would rapidly deteriorate. It 
had been the universal experience throughout 
history that in time of war unprincipled 
people took advantage of their country’s need 
to feather their own nests. Inexperienced 
soldiers and officials, sometimes the ex- 
perienced men, too, were called upon to take 
up duties of buying and selling; keeping ac- 
counts, and payimg moneys for which they 
were not qualified, and were too often 


tempted by unscrupulous civilians to join 
them in defrauding the State. 
FRAUDS. 


So it was in the struggle the Free State 
had come through. Numerous instances of 
fraud had been detected, More frauds were 


made possible by the absence of a satis- | 


factory system of accounting and checks. 
There had been no time to set up such a 
system. The organisation of a Ministry of 
Finance had hardly bégun before the need arose 
for heavy expenditure in all directions. There 
was no system of Army accounting, so that 
the field for the operations of thieves was 
wide. Opportunities for fraud were many, 
and the temptation to acquire cash quickly 
proved too strong for some. | i 

But, as he had occasion to say in a more 
formal way elsewhere, the slackness of those 
days on the accounting side of the Govern- 
ment spending departments had been largelv 
overcome, and the risks of loss through frand 
or misappropriation of public funds by public 
servants was rigidly being reduced to a 
inimum. His duties on the Public Accewnts 
‘ommittee enabled him to testify to these 
things. 

NO PARTISAN SPIRIT. 


But it was on another and more public side [| 


of the same question that he more particularly 
wished to speak. He did not want to speak 
in a partisan spirit, or to make party capital 
by way of suggéstion against the good faith 
of Ministers. Slackness during the abnormal 
period of civil strife suddenly arising might 
be excused, but it was necessary that there

To safeguard the control of the Executive 
by the people and the people’s: deputies in 
money matters elaborate machinery had been 
prescribed by law and practice to govern the 


voting of moneys. the issue of moneys out of? 


the Exchequer, the sanction of the payments, 
the continuous audit of accounts, and the 
examination of the Auditor-General’s report 
by a Committee of the Dail, independent of 
the Government—a report made not to the 
Government, be it noted, ‘but to the Dail 
itself. All that was intended to ensure, not 
only that expenditure should be in proper 
order, but that the Dail should be informed, 
and its assent obtained; before the country 
was committed to any expenditure. 
Ministers were claiming credit . for . the 
soundness of the finances of the State. For 
the probity of the Government, both severall 
and collectively, he had not a single word o 
criticism to utter. He had not a doubt to 
cast upon their strict honesty in financial 
matters. He did say, however, that they 


had not been careful of the rights of the | 


Dail or the people in the matter of financial 
commitments. 
. TWO INSTANCES. 
He would cite two instances of what he 
referred to, _The first was the. sugar beet 
subsidy. 


sugar factory. Several prospectors were on 
the ground with offers of varying import- 
ance. The Government made inquiries, and 
finally announced to the Dail that a pro- 
visional agreement had been made with the 
Belgian .business of Lippens, The agreement 
mooted a subsidy payable on certain condi- 
tions, the most. important being that the 
growers of beet were to receive a certain 
minimum price for their crops over a limited 
period. 

A proven estimate was presented to 
the Dail of the cost of the subsidy to the 
State over the ten years covered by the 
agreement. That estimate was of necessity 
provisional, and clearly possible of variation 
within reasonable limits. The estimate was 
for 86,000 tons of sugar, costing the State 
by; way of subsidy a sum of £1,961,000, These 
were the only estimates given, and were 
argued about by the Ministers for Finance 
anc Agriculture and by the President as 
though they were outside figures. 

He (Mr. Johnson) said they were outside 
figures, notwithstanding the Finance Minis- 
ter’s casual! remark “that they might 
actually be exceeded.'’ Having obtained the 


consent of the Dail to the scheme, the pro- 
visional agreement was, within three 
weeks, translated into a definitive 


agreement. This formal agreement commiited 
the State to a subsidy on 125,000 tons, in- 
stead of the estimated 86,000 tons, at a cost of 
nearly £3,000,000, instead of nearly £2,000,000. 
He wished to. direct attention to the failure 
of the Government to fulfil its obvious duty 
to come to the Dail and obtain its approval 
for an enlargement of the financial liabilities 
of the State. 
MILITARY PENSIONS. 

The second instance he had to submit 
signified a view of public policy that he 
hoped would not be approved’ by the in- 
Dail. It was because he desired it 
to be known that, if elected, he should try to 
persuade’ the Dail not to approve of the 
policy of the Government in the matter inj 
question that he was making public his in- 
tentions now. A Military Service Act was 
passed in 1925, which provided that persons 
who had served in the National Army and 
had also rendered. active service in the 
Volunteers in pre-Treaty days would be 
entitled to pensions, at varying rates, accord- 
ing to rank and: léngth of pre-Truce service. 
Under the Act 15,000 applications for 
pensions were received, and about 4,000 
pensions were granted—at least this was the 
estimated number submitted to the Dail a 
year ago. It included 4,449 non-commissioned 
officers and men, 1,325 second-lieutenants, 
lieutenants and captains, 184 commandants 
and majors, 57 colonels and major-generals, 
and seven of higher rank than major-generals. 

The estimated annual cost of these pensions 
was £170,000. Last year £200,000 per year 
was named as the probable cost.

General Hertzog intervened in the flag 
debate in the House of Assembly this 
afternoon. 

Speaking in Dutch, he declared that the 
speeches hitherto delivered were 
greatest proof of the necessity of the bill 
and of the subject being disposed of with- 
out further delay or discussion going on 
in the House, creating racial bitterness 


and racial feeling among the public. This 
could not be allowed any longer. 
TRIBUTE TO BRITAIN. 
He declared that General Smuts’s 


speech deserved the highest praise as re- 
gards its tone and argument, and he con- 
curred with General Smuts’s tribute to 
Great Britain. 

“There cannot be any doubt or differ- 
ence of.opinion,’’ he declared, “when I 
say that, if ever a people deserved praise 
for the manner in which they have acted 
towards us since 1902, then it is the 
British Government. (Hear, hear.) I 
emphatieally repeat that no people is 
deserving of greater praise than the 
British Government for the manner in 
which they repeatedly, and right through, 
did their very best loyally to carry out 
everything promised and undertaken 
under the Vereeniging Treaty. ' 

He went on to say that there was a 
great: deal of gratitude in South Africa 
towards the British Empire among the 
Dutch-speaking population. 


RESPECT FOR THE UNION JACK. 

On that account he further insisted 
that the British Government had consti- 
tutionally and systematically always kept 
themselves outside all South African 
affairs, as a result of which even to-day 
there was good feeling and friendliness. 
not only towards the British Government, 
but also towards the Union Jack; but 
they resented that attitude towards the 
Union Jack which was causing bad 
feeling, 

They had no complaint against the 
British Government or the Union Jack as 
ithe flag of Great Britain. He said 
emphatically that, as the flag of Great 
Britain, he had for the Union Jack more 
respect than for any other flag—a degree 
of good feeling that he had for no other 
flag in the world except for the flag which 
they would get there themselves one day 
(Hear, hear.) 

Reverting to General Smuts’s speech, 
the Premier complained that the ex- 
Premier had touched only on one side of 
the question. One could not go to Dutch 
South Africa and say: “ That is my senti- 
ment about the matter, and for that 
reason you must remain quiet.” He 
and South Africans 
resénted, the one-sided attitude of General 
Smuts. It was his heartfelt wish that 
there should be good feeling between the 
two sections, and he hopéd it would be 
created; but it was very clear to him 
that they would have to go on with this 
flag. i 

$T00D FOR SORROW. 

He dwelt on the point that the Dutch 
came under the Union Jack by compul- 
'gsion::. He mentioned this to show why it 
was impossible for the other section te 
agree to the Union Jack being taken into 
their nationa] flag. 

He urged that it would greatly help in 
arriving at a friendly solution if their 
English-speaking friends would only keep 
their eyes on historical facts, and, with a 
little sympathy, place. themselves in the 
position of Dutch-speaking South Africa, 
and realise their feelings in regard to 
placing the Union Jack on the national |. 
flag; for it stood for. pain, suffering and 
sorrow of the past. 

If they recognised that, then they could 


agree to having the Union Jack on their 
national flag.

A FAMOUS nbserad WAR 
MINISTER.

BERLIN, Friday. 
General Hermann von Stein, former 
Prussian Minister for War, died yesterday 
at the age of 75. The son of a clergyman, 
he became an officer in the Field Artillery, 
and at the age oí 34.was attached. to the 
General’ Staff, where he passéd a great 
part of his military career. 
. At the cuthreak.. of..the war he was 
‘appointed Quartermaster-General.. It was 
in this capacity that he signed the first 
despatches from the front describing the 
advance of the German armies, which 
made his name widely known. 
After commanding the 14th . Reserve 
Corps at Thiepval during the battle of 
the Somme he became at the ‘end of 
October, 1916, Prussian War Minister, 2 
post which he held until October, 1918. 
He was an ardent supporter of the war 
policy of the Army Command, and bitterly 
opposed the attempts to make .peace in 
1917. His memoirs appeared in 1920.

Among those who have 
taken’ part ‘there is general agreement | 
that the essential soundness of the 
method has been demonstrated. These 
conferences will now take place as highly 
useful additions to the normal practice 
of Colonial administration. They will be 
held every three years in the wake cf 
the larger, conferences of the Dominions. 
The real value of the Conference is 
that it has justified reasoned expectations 
and established a practice. Conferences 
meet’ with a good deal of suspicion, for 
they so easily come to nothing. _ Their 
efficacy is threatened by many dangers, 
and their short lives may be wasted in 
the exchange of formalities, in the forms 
of politeness, in the distribution of un- 
wanted information, or in doing what can 
better be done by other means; but their 
great possibilities for usefulness are 
nowhere more certain than in the British 
Empire of to-day. The number of. sub- 
jects on the list of agenda was itself a 
measure of the possibilities of common 
action, while the remoteness and compara- 
tively slender Budgets of most Colonial 
Governments make such common action 
peculiarly valuable to them. In many of

BATTLE WITH STORM 
MID-ATLANTIC. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 

ROME, Friday. 
' The Marchese de Pinedo’s four days of 
adventure in the wild mid-Atlantic form 
a thrilling narrative in a message received 
here from Horta, Azores. After leaving 
Trepassey—the take off was at 4.28 local 
time on Monday morning—the aviator soon 
found that the task of navigating his sea- 
plane from Newfoundland to the Azores 
would be most difficult by reason of the 
very strong contrary winds Late he 
calculated that at his then rate of progress 
it would have been impossible for him to 
make the Azores, and he resolved to moor 
his machine in mid-ocean ‘and again take 
the air when the winds were more favour- 
able. 

The descent took place in the late after- 
noon of Monday. Instead of improving, 
however, the weather became much worse 
as a result of a cyclonic disturbance, and 
the Santa Maria II. was compelled to 
stay for three days upon a very wild sea, 
having the support of a Portuguese 
schooner. That the Santa Maria II. 
should remain virtually unharmed in such 
conditions is a high tribute to her sea- 
worthiness. The battle against the ocean 
and the squalls of rain went on for two 
days before the seaplane suffered, and then 
but slight damage was done to-one of her 
wings. . i 
Yesterday the Italian steamer Superga’ 
took the machine in tow and made for 
Horta, whence, after the damaged wing 
has been: repaired, the flight will be 
resumed. . 

A message from Lisbon states that the

Superga, at 3 ‘p.m. yesterday, advised 
Horta,* Azores, that she was 90 miles 
distant. Her commander was unable to

SUGAR BEET CROP. 


> 


EARLY WEEDING RECOMMENDED 

The atention of sugar beet growers in the 
Free State is directed to the importance of 
early hoeing, weeding and singling operations ' 
as an aid to producing a full crop of even, weil- 
devéloped roots, with a high sugar content. 
If weeds are allowed to grow freely until 
they become established in the ground, much 
more mechanical labour is required to dis- 
lodge them, and the consequent disturbance 
to the young beet plants is highly injurious. 

These considerations are equally applicable 
to the beet plants, which have to be re- 
moved in the thinning process for if too 
forward when gapping and singling is com- 
menced the crop becomes “drawn” and a 
‘set-back ” in growth occurs consequent on 
this disturbance. These conditions also are 
likely to promote a tendency to run to seed. 

Commence horse hoeing as soon as the 
rows can be readily distinguished, for—in 
the larger areas particularly—the growth of 
weeds will have advanced by the time the 
field is completed, and more so if a break 
in the weather occurs meantime. By hoeing 
early and lightly, the weeds will have been 
destroyed beiore establishment, and growth 
of the beet crop stimulated as a result of 
the mulching of the soil. 

Ji gapping is practised this operation 
should be done while the seedlings are very 
young, when a slight movement of the hoe 
Is sufficient to dislodge them without dis- 
turbing the bunch left. 

Gapping is to- be recommended when 
workers, sufficiently expert, without hand 
hoe, are available—it enables the spaces and 
sides of rows not affected by the horse hoe 
to be cleaned of seedling weeds, and, in 
addition, destroys the eggs and larve of the 
mangél fly on the beet seedlings, and some 
of the other weeds removed. 

This pést is in very considerable evidence 
in many beet crops this season, and the dis- 
truction of the eggs and larve, or grubs, 
will reduce proportionately the virulerice ci 
the second and the third attacks, which, 
under normal weather conditions, are bound 
to occur. 

Hoeing the beet crop frequently is con- 
sidered on the Continent as one of the best 
inethods of improving the sugar content, so 
much so that growers have come to speak of 
‘‘hoeing sugar into the crop.” 

Single when four leaves (in addition to 
the cotyledon or seed leaves) are in evidenee, 
and failure in dealing with this process at 
the proper time will undoubtedly result in a 
loss of yield in weight and sugar content. 


RACING BOATS WRECKED 


ACCIDENTS ON THE LAGAN. 

The Commercial Boat Club,. Belfast, has 
sustained two serious: losses. sincesjast week- 
end, two of their boats, a racing and a train- 
ing “ four,” being wrecked on the Lagan. 
The “four,”’ used for training, while travel- 
ling at a fast pace struck a submerged 
anchor, which was holding a dredger. Virtu- 
ally the whole bottom. was ripped. out of: it, 
and the boat sank in about half a minute. 
The crew, fortunately, were able to scramble 
aboard the dredger, to which the anchor 
belonged, before the boat disappetred 
beneath the water. It was subseqtiently 


“raised; but the damage was so extehsive 


that the boat was beyond repair. 

The racing “four” hit a submerged 
boulder near the Albert Bridge, and serious 
damage was caused to the bottom of it. The 
crew &kilfally got the boat back to the boat- 
house, and it will be possible to repair the 
damage.

THE MASTER MIND, 

If there wére no receivers ‘in the City of 
Dublin there would be very much fewer 
thefts, and the master mind was very often 
the mind of the receiver... He was satisfed 
that “Casey was ‘the real’ person who had 
brought all the others into ‘trouble: Casev’s 
solicitor had made an eloquent plea for 
leniency..because of his wife and children; 
but Casey should have thought of his wife 
and children before he embarked upon his 
career of crime. It was a great regret to 
him (the Judge) that, in punishing Casey, 
he would have to punish his wife and 
children. But, having regard to all the facts, 
he could not do Jess than sentence him to 
three years’ penal servitude. 

James Healy, another of the accused men, 
was already undergoing a. sentence of four 
years’ penal'servitude, which followed on top 
of other sentences which he had received for 
other. crimes. - What hope “there was for 
Healy ,he did not know; but the fact that 
he was now being remoyed from the influence 
of ‘Casey: might have some effect upon his 
future, as also upon the future of the other 
three accused men. He imposed a sentence 
of three years’ penal servitude upon Healy, 
to run concurrently with the sentence which 
he was already undergoing. 

O'Connell, who. was stated by the detective 
officers to be not so bad as the rest, had 
concealed the stolen carcases, and was a prime 
mover in connection with the affair.
